To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

While  last  year  we  showed 'a  defieit  of  over  six  thous¬ 
and  dollars,  this  year  we  have  kept  within  ;the  amount  of 
appropriations  ending  the  year  with  a  credit  balance  of 
nearly  two  thousand  dollars.  This  has  been  accomp¬ 
lished  through  the  desire  of  each  department  to  keep 
well  within  its  appropriation  and  while  there  were  over¬ 
drafts  notably  in  the  Welfare  Departments,  the  total 
amount  appropriated  more  than  covered  all  overdrafts. 
We  hope  that  this  policy  will  prevail  in  1940  with  like 
results. 

Pleasant  Street  in  the  district  flooded  during  the  hur¬ 
ricane  of  last  year  is  in  very  poor  condition  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  State  and  the  County  will  assist 
in  putting  this  street  in  a  good  state  of  repair.  Appli¬ 
cation  for  such  assistance  has  already  been  made  and  we 
understand  that  should  this  come  through  we  will  be 
able  to  give  much  of  the  work  to  those  in  our  Town  who 
are  unemployed. 

The  Dighton„Berkley  Bridge  should  be  painted  in  1940. 
The  original  job  of  painting  at  the  time  the  bridge  was 
motorized  has  not  withstood  the  weather  as  well  as 
might  be  expected  and  we  have  brought  this  fact  to  the 
attention  of  both  the  State  and  the  County.  If  the  bridge 
is  painted  before  it  gets  in  worse  condition  it  will  save 
money  in  the  future  and  we  shall  ask  for  an  appropria¬ 
tion  for  this  purpose  trusting  that  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  County  Commissioners  will 
vote  to  do  likewise. 

Negotiations  are  still  in  progress  with  reference  to 
water  in  the  South  part  of  the  Town.  There  are  many 
points  of  law,  engineering  and  financing  which  are  still 
to  be  ironed  out,  all  of  which  take  more  time  than  would 
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appear  necessary  to  the  casual  observer. 

Again  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
whole  hearted  support  and  co-operation  we  have  had 
from  all  Town  Officers,  Committees  and  Employees 
without  which  the  standing  of  our  Town  would  not  be 
what  it  is  today.

To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

Again  we  are  pleased  and  fortunate  to  be  able  to  re¬ 
port  that  the  Town  has  been  free  from  any  epidemic 
during  the  past  year.  There  lias  been  one  case  of  a 
rather  unusual  disease,  Undulant  P'ever,  which  is  caused 
by  drinking  raw  milk  from  an  infected  cow.  Pasteur¬ 
ized  milk  cannot  carry  the  Undulant  Fever  Germ. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  cases  which  from  one  cause 
or  another  have  required  hospitalization  and  because  of 
these  cases  our  Health  appropriation  was  exceeded  by  a 
few  hundred  dollars. 

For  details  of  our  Health  service  we  refer  to  the  report 
of  our  Town  Nurse,  Mrs.  Leila  P.  Hoard,  R.  N.,  whose 
untiring  work  and  constant  vigilance  have  been  most 
important  factors  in  keeping  the  incident  of  disease  at  its 
present  low  figure.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  NURSE 


It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1939.  j 

There  were  very  few  contagious  diseases  reported  to 
the  Board  of  Health  for  the  past  year.  Namely,  one  case 
of  Measles,  four  cases  of  Chicken  Pox,  two  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough,  and  one  case  of  Undulant  Fever. 

Five  hundred  eighty-three  nursing  visits  were  made  to 
patients  with  grippe,  pneumonia,  arthritis,  infections, 
cancer,  communicable  diseases,  and  post  operative  cases. 
Forty-seven  visits  were  made  to  prenatal  patients.  In¬ 
cluded  in  these  visits  is  the  teaching  of  daily  hygiene, 
the  necessity  for  early  and  constant  medical  care,  and 
the  required  equipment  and  teaching  the  patient  and 
the  family  to  carry  out  the  doctor’s  advice.  Assistance 
was  given  at  six  deliveries  and  seventy-two  visits  were 
given  to  patients  after  delivery.  Eighty-six  visits  were 
made  to  give  nursing  care  to  infants.  Ten  visits  were 
made  to  a  premature  infant  after  it  was  discharged  from 
the  hospital.  All  parents  lare  urged  to  have  the  births 
registered  fully  and  accurately. 

Inoculations,  to  protect  against  Diphtheria,  were  given 
to  two  hundred  seventy-four  children.  Over  half  of 
these  children  were  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and 
six  years  which  is  the  time  when  they  are  most  suscep¬ 
tible  to  Diphtheria.  This  necessitated  holding  five  clinics 
in  both  North  and  South  Dighton.  Parents  and  teachers 
were  most  helpful  in  making  this  work  most  effective. 

All  children  needing  special  orthopedic  care  were 
taken  to  the  crippled  childrens’  clinic  in  Fall  River. 
These  children  are  all  followed  up  from  the  clinic  and 
the  local  hoard.  The  parents  are  instructed  in  home  care 
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and  special  exercises  that  may  be  needed.  All  reported 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  followed  up  and  the  contacts 
are  taken  to  the  Bristol  County  Sanatorium  for  X-rays 
and  examinations.  Visits  were  made  to  the  State  Cancer 
Clinic  in  Fall  River  with  patients  who  needed  care  and 
special  treatment.  Other  visits  were  made  to  other 
clinics  as  needed.  Many  patients  were  taken  to  Boston, 
Fall  River  and  Taunton  when  special,  and  many  times 
emergency  care  was  imperative. 

A  nutritionist  frcm  the  State  Department  cf  Public 
Health  was  in  town  four  days  visiting  families  where 
nutritional  and  budgetary  advice  was  requested.  This 
was  of  great  assistance  in  helping  to  solve  problems 
which  involved  the  amount  of  money  the  family  had  as 
well  as  the  number  and  ages  of  the  children  and  the 
likes  and  dislikes  cf  the  family. 

One  hundred  fifty-four  Social  Welfare  Visits  were 
made.  Twenty-eight  meetings  attended  in  connection 
with  Public  Health  and  Welfare  activities  in  various 
cities  and  towns. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  and  general 
public  for  their  co-operation.

To  the  Citzens  of  Dighton: 

Thanks  to  our  welfare  agent  Mr.  Carl  J.  Bottomley, 
and  our  clerk  Mrs.  Rosabelle  Menard  Boucher,  our  wel¬ 
fare  appropriation  of  $22,500.00  was  exceeded  by  less 
than  $1,400.00.  To  offset  this  there  is  due  the  Town 
from  outside  welfare  sources  about  $1,900.00,  but  this 
reverts  to  the  Town  Treasury  and  cannot  be  applied  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  Welfare  account.  Likewise  funds  received 
from  outside  sources  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  also  revert  to  the  Town  Treasury 
with  the  exception  of  receipts  from  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  which  are  applied  directly  to  those  accounts. 

The  Bristol  County  Kennel  Club  through  Mr.  James  J. 
Egan  made  its  usual  generous  contribution  at  Christmas 
to  our  Welfare  Department  which  enabled  us  to  supply 
Christmas  dinners  and  needed  clothing  together  with 
toys  and  candy  for  the  children  to  all  those  who  were  so 
unfortunate  as  to  he  unable  to  provide  those  things  which 
make  Christmas  a  day  of  rejoicing.  We  believe  these 
gifts  were  thoroughly  appreciated. 

The  sincere  thanks  of  this  Department  and  of  the  re¬ 
cipients  were  extended  to  the  Kennel  Clyb. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Carl  J.  Bottomley  our  Welfare 
Agent  follows. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1939,  as  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  in 
Dighton. 

I  will  not  go  into  any  detail  as  to  financial  statements 
regarding  increase  or  decrease  of  the  welfare  costs  in 
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Dighton  as  you  are  already  familiar  with  those  items. 

The  Works  Progress  Administration  gave  employment 
to  a  small  number  of  relief  cases,  and  about  the  same 
number  of  cases  who  were  certified  as  being  in  need  of 
employment.  When  W.  P.  A.  employees  are  laid  off,  a 
small  proportion  of  them  start  looking  for  work,  the 
others  immediately  apply  for  Welfare.  I  believe  this  is 
the  most  serious  problem  to  be  faced,  not  only  in  Digh¬ 
ton,  but  in  all  other  towns  and  cities.  The  men  who  are 
physically  able  to  work  and  do  not  care  to  do  so  should 
be  brought  into  court  and  prosecuted  if  possible.  The 
aid  given  these  families  constitute  approximately  25% 
of  the  total  Welfare  cost. 

The  families  who  attempt  to  do  farming  on  a  snrall 
scale  competing  with  the  large  truck  farmers  should 
realize  after  a  number  of  years  running  up  more  bills 
year  after  year,  that  the  taxpayers  cannot  afford  to  pay 
for  their  experiments.  If  they  cannoT  make  a  profit 
they  should  get  steady  employment  and  keep  off  of  Wel¬ 
fare.  Also  the  families  who  have  gardens  and  do  not 
preserve  or  store  away  any  part  of  produce  for  their 
needs  in  the  winter  time,  must  understand  they  should 
do  so.  More  people  are  applying  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 
In  1939  there  was  a  23%  increase  in  the  case  load.  As 
near  as  I  can  estimate  the  case  load  may  increase  to  about 
60  persons  in  1940.  This  increase  is  taking  place  all 
over  the  State.  Dighton’s  case  load  is  average.  Some 
of  the  relatives  of  the  persons  applying  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  accuse  the  town  officials  for  the  so-called  red 
tape.  All  investigations  and  forms  that  are  m|ade  out  are 
governed  by  laws  and  rules  of  the  Federal  Government 
and  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  must 
comply  with  them,  or  aid  cannot  be  granted. 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  has  increased  approxi¬ 
mately  18%  with  13  families  being  aided,  and  may  in- 
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crease  in  1940  to  15  families. 

There  has  been  a  decrease  in  Welfare  costs  for  1939 
over  1933  in  spite  of  less  W.  P.  A.  employment  and  not 
much  improvement  in  business  conditions.  If  I  have 
been  concerned  in  reducing  these  costs  it  is  due  to  the 
co-operation  from  the  Selectmen,  Mrs.  Rosabelle  Boucher 
the  Clerk  of  the  Town  Office,  Mrs.  Leila  Hoard  the  Town 
Nurse,  and  Mr.  John  Synan  Chief  of  Police  who  has  given 
a  considerable  amount  of  his  time  and  knowledge  to  the 
Welfare  Department.  ,

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  School  Department  has  closed  its  books  tor  the 
year  1939  with  a  small  balance  on  hand. 

Dighton  is  completing  its  fifth  year  of  maintaining  a 
high  school  and  your  committee  feels  that  it  has  been 
a  very  satisfactory  venture,  both  from  an  educational 
and  a  financial  stand  point.  Dighton  High  School  has 
a  Class  “A”  rating  from  the  Massachusetts  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Education  and  has  been  placed  on  the  speci¬ 
men  list  of  Class  “A”  schools  of  the  New  England  Col¬ 
lege  Entrance  Examination  Board. 

There  is  a  need,  in  our  commjunity,  for  more  voca¬ 
tional  education  in  our  schools.  The  majority  of  our 
youth  do  not  go  on  to  institutions  of  higher  learning. 
If  more  trade  courses  could  be  installed  in  the  high 
school  the  young  people  would  have  at  least  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  a  trade.  This  thought  your  committee  has  in 
mind  for  the  future  and  hopes  something  can  be  done 
about  it. 

At  this  time,  your  Committee  wishes  to  call  to  your 
attention  the  fact  that,  by  state  law,  all  income  of  a 
town  department  must  revert  to  the  general  treasury  of 
the  town,  and  is  not  credited  to  the  department  which 
earns  it.  For  the  year  1939  the  School  Department  had 
an  income,  from  outside  sources  of  $16,824.13.  This 
cannot  be  shown  in  the  financial  statement  for  the  rea¬ 
son  noted  above.  Your  Comfiiittee  feels  strongly  that 
the  present  legislation  should  be  changed  so  that  this  in¬ 
come  could  be  credited  directly  to  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  and  shown  as  such  in  the  financial  statement. 
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The  total  income  of  the  School  Department  for  the 
year  1939,  from  outside  sources,  is  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Dighton  School  Committee: 

Mrs.  Wyeth  and  Gentlemen: 

In  preparing  this  tenth  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools  in  the  Town  of  Dighton,  I  am  continually  re¬ 
minded  that  title  schools  of  a  town  are  in  no  small  way 
a  reflection  of  the  hopes,  aspirations,  interests,  and  ideals 
of  the  citizens  of  a  town.  The  School  Committee  is 
chosen  to  represent  the  electorate  of  the  town  and  to  set¬ 
up  such  educational  policies  as  will  operate  for  the  wel¬ 
fare  and  best  educational  interests  of  the  children  of  the 
town  at  a  cost  which  the  town  can  afford.  The  School 
Committee  which  serves  this  town  represents  in  a  very  ' 
real  way  a  cross  section  of  public  opinion  and  seeks  in 
every  way  to  further  the  best  interests  of  the  youth  who 
will  be  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  It  may  be  of  interest 
to  know  the  length  of  service  of  the  members  of  the 
committee.  The  terms  of  service  to  date  are:  nineteen 
years,  seventeen  years  2  members,  sixteen  years,  six  years 
and  five  years  respectively.  With  as  adequate  and  long 
experience  as  this,  coupled  with  a  continued  desire  to 
keep  Dighton  schools  in  the  forefront  of  educational  pro¬ 
gress,  there  is  reason  for  Dighton  to  be  proud  of  the 
work  of  its  School  Committee. 

In  no  perfunctory  fashion  but  with  sincerity  I  would 
express  my  personal  appreciation  for  the  ready  counsel, 
friendly  spirit  and  continued  confidence  of  the  members 
of  the  committee. 

In  the  paragraphs  which  follow  I  have  attempted 
to  present  for  public  information  some  of  those  prob¬ 
lems  which  you  as  a  committee  have  studied  but  about 
which  I  feel  that  you  will  desire  that  the  citizens  of  the 
town  be  informed. 
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In  the  desire  tliat  our  schools  may  continue  in  an 
increasing  measure  to  really  serve  in  the  preparation  of 
youth  not  only  to  earn  a  living,  but  to  live  a  worthwhile 
life  this  report  is  presented.

TEACHING  STAFF: 

Three  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  occurred  lie- 
cause  of  marriage,  one  because  of  resignation  to  accept 
another  position.  Miss  Helen  Abrams,  Miss  Olive  How¬ 
ard  and  Miss  Lucienne  Galipeau  were  married.  The

WHY  HAVE  A  SCHOOL? 

The  school  of  a  generation  ago  attempted  to  mhuld 
all  of  the  children  who  entered  its  doors  according  to 
the  same  pattern.  It  recognized  little  if  any  difference 
in  individual  abilities,  possibilities,  or  reeds.  It  was 
generally  assumed  that  every  child  must  fit  himself  or 
herself  to  the  program  of  studies  offered  by  the  school. 
Today  we  ore  coming  definitely  to  a  far  saner  and  more 
practical  viewpoint  i.e.  that  schools  exist  in  order  that 
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each  and  every  child,  as  an  individual  future  citizen, 
may  realize  the.  finest  development  possible  within  his 
capabilities.  We  believe  that  “schools  exist  for  the  child 
and  not  the  child  for  the  school.”

This  concept,  fundamental  to  the  preservation  of  a 
democratic  form  of  government,  has  forced  educators 
and  thinking  people  everywhere  to  look  at  the  school 
program  not  with  any  attitude  of  placid  acceptance  of 
existing  conditions  but  with  a  challenging  and  question¬ 
ing  attitude  which  seeks  to  know  what  the  school  is 
really  doing  about  the  whole  matter.  If  the  school  is  to 
function  effectively  as  a  “child-centered”  institution, 
certain  basic  changes  in  our  thinking  are  necessary. 

1.  For  generations  the  elementary  school  program 
has  been  organized  to  fit  the  educational  needs  of 
the  average  child — fhat  fictitious  child  who  exists 
only  in  theory.  Neglect  iof  the  child  who  is  able  to 
acquire  knowledge  m|ore  rapidly  and  of  that  child 
whose  rate  of  learning  is  slower  or  whose  skills 
are  manual  rather  than  academic  has  been  all  to 
evident  in  American  Education. 

g.  For  generations  we  have  expected  children  to 
move  through  school  at  a  set  rate  of  speed.  In¬ 
ability  to  keep  this  pace  has  been  branded  “fail¬ 
ure”,  and  ability  to  exceed  the  “average”  speed 
has  produced  “misfits”. 

3.  Outstanding  ability  in  the  manual  or  hand-skills 
was  looked  upon  not  only  without  favor,  but 
even  with  extreme  misgivings.  All  too  often, 
educators  attempted  to  set  themselves  and  their 
personal  training  up  as  the  only  worthwhile  type 
of  goal  to  be  sought. 
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To  the  new  ideal  in  education  which  is  outlined  be¬ 
low,  to  its  study  and  evaluation  in  terms  of  our  own 
local  needs,  your  department  is  definitely  committed. 
Four  steps  are  suggested: 

1.  Provision  must  be  made  for  educational  progress 
at  a  rate  suited  to  individual  capacity. 

2.  The  “failure”  concept  m/ust  be  eliminated — espe¬ 
cially  at  the  elementary  level. 

3.  Curriculum  revision  with  the  goal  in  mind  of  (a) 
enriched  offering  for  the  child  whose  physical  well 
being  and  social  adjustment  would  suffer  from  a 
shortened  school  life  in  terms  of  time,  (b)  'in¬ 
creased  offerings  in  terms  of  hand-skilled  subjects 
for  the  child  who  is  definitely  not  book  minded. 

4.  Closer  adaptation  of  diagnostic  testing  and  re¬ 
medial  instruction  to  the  end  of  prevention  of 
difficulties  before  they  become  too  great  to  over¬ 
come. 


EDUCATION  MUST  TRAIN  FOR  BOTH 
“MAKING  A  LIFE  AND  EARNING  A  LIVING” 

In  the  above  phrase  one  may  sum  up  the  purpose 
of  education.  The  thoughts  which  follow  concern  pri¬ 
marily  our  high  school  program.  Legislation  has  raised 
the  school  age  requirements,  and  changing  industrial 
conditions  have  forced  the  school  to  accept  within  its 
walls,  large  numbers  who  a  generation  ago  would  have 
found  their  way  into  the  work-a-day  world  at  the  end  of 
the  elementary  school  course.  To  the  school  has  come 
the  task  of  training  youth  to  meet  the  changes  which 
our  new  societv  has  imposed  upon  him.  Some  of  these 
prohUms  and  their  educational  i  mob  cations  can  be  stated 
in  a  few  brief  sentences. 
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1.  Apprenticeship  training  in  industry  is  to  a  large 
degree  gone. 

2.  Agriculture  faced  with  modern  competition  is  de¬ 
manding  a  different  training. 

3.  Increased  productivity  of  a  modern  industrial  age 
has  also  increased  leisure  time  with  all  its  possi¬ 
bilities  for  good  or  evil. 

4.  Late  entry  of  youth  into  industry  forces  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  vocational  education  upon  the  school. 

5.  An  increasingly  varied  curriculum  offering  in¬ 
volves  a  major  responsibility  in  assisting  youth  in 
his  choices  from}  the  offering. 

6.  Vocational  choice  must,  because  of  late  entry  of 

youth  into  the  vocation,  be  made  if  possible  with¬ 
in  the  high  school  years.  Choice  rightly  guided 
at  this  time  means  much  waste  of  time  and  effort 
eliminated.  i 

If  the  school  is  to  serve  the  whole  youth  and  train 

for  the  whole  of  living,  it  must  meet  the  above  problems 

and  to  the  best  of  its  abilitv  solve  them.  Whether  it  will 

%< 

or  not  the  school  must,  in  conjunction  with  home  and 
church,  assume  its  share  of  the  new  problems  forced 
upon  youth  in  a  changing  and  unsettled  world. 

MEASURING  RESULTS 

While  those  general  terms — “good  citizenship”, 
“ability  to  earn  a  living”,  general  culture,  and  adjusta¬ 
bility  to  life  problems  are  estimates  and  goals-  of  educa¬ 
tional  achievement  they  lack  the  tangible  reality  of 
measuring  devices.  Each  year  in  the  schools  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  we  have  carried  on  a  comprehensive  program  of 
standardized  testing  which  has  as  its  aim  the  measure- 
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ment  of  attainment  in  the  field  of  specific  instruction  in 
the  various  subject  fields.  In  order  that  the  program 
may  be  of  value  in  studying  the  needs  of  the  individual 
child,  the  tests  used  are  of  a  type  that  can  determine  the 
type  of  error  made  by  each  child  and  thus  provide  a 
basis  for  remedial  work.  The  program  and  steps  fol¬ 
lowed  may  be  summarized. 

A.  TESTS  USED: 

Progressive  Achievement  Test — two  forms,  diag¬ 
nostic  in  type,  providing  for  discovery  and  analysis  of 
individual  difficulties  in  the  various  subdivisions  of  each 
subject  field. 


B.  MEASUREMENTS  MADE: 

1.  Achievement  of  each  grade  measured  and  com¬ 
pared  with  standard  set  for  test  on  basis  of  nation¬ 
wide  scores. 

2.  Achievement  of  each  pupil  within  the  grade  mea¬ 
sured  and  compared  not  only  with  his  own  grade 
but  with  the  nation-wide  scores. 

3.  Progress  made  by  each  pupil  and  grade  over  the 
period  between  tests  measured  and  charted.  Prog¬ 
ress  compared  with  expected  normal  progress. 

4.  Analysis  of  weaknesses  and  errors  shown  by 
rooms  of  pupils  and  by  the  individual  pupil. 

5.  Analysis  of  range  of  scores — difference  between 
high  and  low  scores  in  each  grade. 

B.  'Inspection  and  study  of  our  own  school  program 
in  the  light  of  the  results  shown. 
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C.  RESULTS 
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1.  Almost  without  exception  the  rooms  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  scored  above  the  normjs  set  for  the  test. 

2.  In  cases  of  pupils  whose  work  showed  specific 
weaknesses  it  was  possible  to  organize  a  program 
of  remedial  work  aimed  at  correction  of  these  dif¬ 
ficulties. 

3.  In  cases  where  less  than  normal  progress  was  made, 
thorough  investigation  to  determine  the  reasons 
for  this  situation  has  been  carried  on. 


HIGH  SPOTS  IN  1939 

In  looking  back  over  the  year  1939  I  have  thought  of 
several  events  as  outstanding  in  our  school  programs. 
These  I  am  mentioning  briefly: 

A.  An  excellent  basketball  season  in  the  high  school 

which,  while  not  producing  the  championship 
team,  did  much  to  develop  school  spirit  and 
fine  team  work. 

B.  The  splendid  cooperation  of  local  citizens  and 

organizations  with  the  school.  This  has  been 
shown  in  many  ways, — by  the  spirit  which 
prompted  a  group  of  public-minded  citizens  to 
provide  a  banquet  for  the  football  team,  by 
(  increased  attendance  of  the  public  at  school 
functions  both  in  elementary  schools  and  high 
schools,  by  financial  support  of  the  athletic  pro¬ 
gram. 
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C.  The  fine  record  shown  by  the  pupils  throughout 

the  schools  in  the  standarized  testing  program. 

D.  Increased  effective  functioning  of  our  individual 

guidance  work. 

E.  Success  of  high  school  graduates  in  higher  insti¬ 

tutions.  If  the  quality  of  work  done  by  our 
j  high  school  graduates  is  used  as  a  measure  of 
the  effectiveness  of  our  high  school  program, 
we  may  well  feel  satisfied. 

F.  Recognition  of  individual  differences  to  a  greater 

degree  in  our  elementary  school  program. 


FINANCES: 

Budgets  and  school  costs  are  necessarily  ever  with 
us.  During  the  years  I  have  worked  in  the  Dighton 
School  System  it  has  been  my  endeavor  to  administer  an 
efficient  and  well-functioning  school  system  at  as  low  a 
cost  as  possible.  It  has  been  my  desire  to  at  no  time 
allow  money  to  be  wasted  or,  on  the  other  hand,  to 
deprive  any  boy  or  girl  of  the  training  that  he  or  she 
should  have.  It  is  essential,  if  we  are  to  retain  competent 
teachers,  that  we  have  a  salary  schedule  at  least  equal 
to  that  of  towns  of  similar  size  in  this  section  of  New 
England.  Attention  is  called  to  the  major  expense  en¬ 
tailed  in  the  electric  current  bill  at  the  Dighton  High 
School.  The  rate  charged  by  the  Fall  River  Electric 
Light  Company  for  current  used  has  seemed  to  the 
Committee  excessive  in  that,  although  the  quantity  of 
current  used  is  far  in  excess  of  that  for  the  ordinary 
household,  the  rate  does  not  decrease  with  the  quantity 
used  as  might  be  expected.

Each  year  in  preparing  the  budget  the  chairman  of 
the  comittee  and  the  superintendent  make  a  thorough 
investigation  of  all  the  factors  involved  and  intend  to 
present  to  the  school  committee  and,  following  its  ap¬ 
proval,  to  the  Finance  Committee  and  Town  Meeting,  a 
budget  based  upon  actual  needs  of  the  schools  and  at 
the  same  time  commensurate  with  the  financial  ability 
of  the  town.

Our  school  is  a  busy  one  and  rightfully  so,  I  believe, 
for  there  is  a  value  in  keeping  young  people  busy.  It  is 
a  safe  generalization  to  say  that  one  of  the  best  ways 
to  train  young  people  for  a  happy  and  useful  life  is  to 
provide  a  variety  of  learning  situation  and  experiences, 
academic,  artistic,  and  social,  and  through  guidance  to 
secure  active  participation  in  the  same.  I  have  received 
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reports  from  various  members  of  the  school  staff  who 
have  written  concerning  the  work  under  their  jurisdic¬ 
tion.  The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  Girls. 

To  the  Principal: 

Dear  Sir: 

The  aim  in  Dighton  High  School  has  been,  as  pre¬ 
vious  reports  have  stated,  to  study  our  girls  in  order  to 
ascertain  their  interests,  needs,  abilities,  and  to  provide 
from  this  study,  curricular  and  extra  curricular  activi¬ 
ties  suited  to  their  individual  needs  and  abilities.  We 
are  also  striving  to  teach  our  girls  to  be  self-reliant,  be¬ 
cause  we  know  that  it  is  only  through  self-direction  and 
self-control  that  the  goal  of  education  can  be  truly 
achieved.  In  reviewing  the  four  years  the  school  has 
been  established,  it  does  seem  that  our  aim  is  being 
realized  more  each  year. 

.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  not  only  a  fine 
physical  education  program  for  our  girls,  but  also  com¬ 
petent  directors  to  carry  out  the  program.  Our  new 
physical  director,  Miss  Yaghjian,  is  a  worthy  successor 
to  our  previous  fine  director.  The  lack  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  is  not  in  the  program  itself,  but  rather  in  the  lack 
of  suitable  equipimjent  for  girls’  sports.  It  is  as  neces¬ 
sary  for  girls  to  have  proper  equipment  for  their  sports 
as  it  is  for  boys.  We  have  hoped  to  have  equipment  for 
girls’  hockey,  but  as  yet  we  haven’t.  The  girls,  however, 
do  have  a  chance  to  play  basketball  and  badminton. 
Physical  education  is  as  necessary  for  a  girl  as  it  is  for 
a  boy. 

The  members  of  the  Girls’  Glee  Club  took  part  in  the 
music  festival  held  at  Belmont  in  May.  This  was  a  new 
experience  for  the  girls  and  one  that  they  thoroughly 
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enjoyed.  The  girls  belonging  to  die  glee  club  receive 
valuable  training  from  their  director,  Mrs  Sturtevant. 

[Dr.  Margaret  Poole  was  the  speaker  at  our  annual 
Mother  and  Daughter  Banquet.  Her  topic  “Personality” 
was  enjoyed  thoroughly.  For  the  last  two  years  the  girls 
in  the  Household  Arts  Department,  under  the  able  direc¬ 
tion  of  Miss  Miller,  have  prepared  the  banquets  and  very 
fine  banquets  have  they  prepared. 

Home  contacts  have  been  made  as  usual.  Contacts  be¬ 
tween  teachers  and  parents  are  necessary  in  order  that 
the  school  may  understand  the  home  and  the  home  the 
school.  The  home  and  school  should  work  together  for 
the  best  interests  of  our  girls. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Superintend¬ 
ent,  Mr.  Bailey,  Mr.  Austin  and  all  the  teachers  who  so 
willingly  help  me  to  solve  my  numerous  problems.  I 
sincerely  appreciate  the  cooperation  that  is  extended  at 
all  times.

The  next  report  shows  an  active  department  and  one 
in  which  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  accomplish¬ 
ment  with  a  bare  minimum  of  space  and  equipment. 


To  the  Principal: 

I.  VOCATIONAL  HOUSEHOLD  ARTS 

The  22  vocational  pupils  enrolled  in  Household  Arts  * 
Classes  this  past  year  produced  goods  and  services  valued 
at  about  $900  during  their  period  of  training.  At  a  cost 
of  only  $80  for  materials  these  girls  made  clothing  and 
household  articles  valued  at  $250.  Besides  100  garments 
for  themselves  and  families  they  made  curtains  and  drap- 
erits  for  the  Household  Arts  Laboratory  and  dish  towels, 
aprons  and  smocks  for  the  department  and  for  the  cafe¬ 
teria.  The  low  cost  for  materials  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
they  have  made  over  many  garments,  especially  woolen 
suits  and  coats,  and  have  designed  garments  to  use  up 
materials  that  they  had  on  hand  at  home.  One  girl  made 
her  Easter  outfit  including  a  Tailored  Spring  Coat. 

In  the  foods  classes  an  intensive  unit  in  meal  plan¬ 
ning,  cooking,  and  serving  was  carried  on  in  the  winter 
and  spring  starting  with  light  refreshments  for  Educa¬ 
tion  Night  in  November  and  progressing  to  a  steak,  as¬ 
paragus  and  Strawberry  shortcake  dinner  for  the  School 
Board  at  the  end.  During  this  course  the  food  products 
made  were  valued  at  about  $5.25  from  $1.50  worth  of 
food  materials.  These  included  besides  many  practical, 
inexpensive  hom)e  style  meals,,  refreshments  suitable  for 
holiday  occasions,  and  foods  for  the  Mother-Daughter 
and  Father-Son  Banquets.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  econ¬ 
omy  by  the  use  of  inexpensive  recipes,  and  by  the  elim¬ 
ination  of  waste  and  minimizing  failures  through  the  use 
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of  accurate  measuring  and  proper  mixing  and  cooking 
methods.  Our  recipes  are  available  on  request  to  the 
comjmunity  and  a  great  many  of  them  have  gone  into  the 
homes  through  the  pupils.  A  few  very  fine  new  cook¬ 
books  have  been  added  to  the  departments’  reference 
facilities  this  year  and  are  in  constant  use.  We  need 
more  and  plan  to  add  them  gradually  as  funds  permit. 

In  addition  to  regular  foods  classes  these  vocational 
pupils  also  had  periods  of  cafeteria  practice  during  which 
they  contributed  services  that  would  otherwise  have  to 
be  paid  for  to  the  value  of  $125.00  figured  at  the  rate 
other  pupils  working  in  the  cafeteria  are  paid.  Class 
credit  is  allowed  for  this  practice  training  and  it  is  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  both  the  cafeteria  cook 
and  the  household  arts  teacher. 

The  Vocational  girls  coordinate  their  home  and  school 
work  through  homje  projects  and  home  practices  which 
are  supervised  by  the;  teacher  through  home  visits,  re¬ 
ports  and  conferences  with  the  girls  and  their  parents. 
The  aim  is  to  fit  the  school  work  as  far  as  possible  into 
the  home  needs  of  the  pupils.  This  past  year  a  total  of 
6250  hours  were  spent  by  these  girls  on  such  projects  at 
home.  Several  of  these  girls  carry  a  great  deal  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  at  home,  one,  16  years  old,  having  complete 
charge  of  a  large  family  for  a  month  while  both  her 
mother  and  her  father  were  away. 

An  additional  phase  of  the  vocational  work  this  year 
is  placement.  A  start  has  been  made  towards  getting 
employers  to  look  to  the  school  for  girls,  and  for  the  girls 
to  look  to  the  school  to  help  them  to  find  jobs.  There 
are  now  about  75  girls  who  have  had  some  Vocational 
training  since  the  school  started,  and  18  placements  have 
been  reported  so  far  this  year. 
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II.  HOUSEHOLD  ARTS  ELECTIVE  IN  THE  SENIOR 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

A  general  elective  open  to  all  pupils  in  the  Senior  High 
School  has  as  usual  attracted  a  number  of  girls  who  take 
the  course  because  of  some  particular  interest;  and  the 
time  and  curriculumj  are  adapted  to  their  individual 
needs  as  far  as  possible.  At  present  the  scope  of  this 
course  is  limited  by  the  available  facilities,  but  is  being 
gradually  expanded  to  take  care  of  more  needs  of  more 
pupils  as  reference  material  and  quipment  are  added. 
This  year  a  number  of  seniors  are  working  on  a  common 
project  —  that  of  planning  their  senior  wardrobes  for 
the  Washington  Trip,  the  Junior  Prom  and  Graduation. 
They  decide  what  they  need,  which  articles  will  be 
bought  and  which  made  in  class,  earn  their  money,  buy 
their  articles  and  materials  and  make  their  garments. 

In  the  elective  field  there  has  come  a  demand  for  a  new 
type  of  course,  more  advanced  in  subject  matter,  and 
more  intensive  in  nature  for  girls  who  have  completed 
one  or  more  years  of  vocational  household  arts.  Such  a 
course  was  tried  out  last  year  with  a  small  group  and 
met  with  sufficient  success  to  continue  it  for  this  year. 
These  girls  because  of  their  wider  experience  in  the  sub¬ 
ject  matter  field  are  capable  of  quite  a  different  type  of 
work  than  those  in  the  general  elective  course. 


III.  JUNIOR  HIGH  REQUIRED  HOUSEHOLD  ARTS 

This  division  in  both  7th  and  8th  grade  classes  is  badly 
handicapped  by  lack  of  space  and  lack  of  supplies  and 
equipment  suitable  for  use  on  their  level.  The  sections 
are  so  large  for  the  facility  of  the  classroom  that  there 
are  not  nearly  enough  books,  tables,  chairs,  or  equip- 
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ment  of  any  kind  to  go  around.  Since:  there  are  no 
periods  when  the  classroom  is  not  in  use  it  is  not  practi¬ 
cal,  at  present,  to  divide  the  classes  into  more  and  smaller 
sections.  One  tentative  suggestion  to  help  relieve  the 
congestion  would  he  to  make  some  arragements  whereby 
the  pupils  in  these  grades  who  are  11  years  of  age  or 
older  could  enter  the  vocational  classes  which  at  present 
are  small  enough  to  absorb  them.  In  addition  to  this, 
textbooks  and  equipment  for  activities  on  a  Junior  High 
level  would  aid  in  holding  the  interest  and  challenging 
the  ability  of  the  pupils.  This  group  this  year  is  more 
than  twice  as  large  as  all  the  other  Household  Arts  Classes 
combined.  In  the  past  my  method  of  attack  in  trying  to 
build  up  the  department  has  been  to  start  at  the  top  and 
work  down  because  at  the  top  the  use  of  the  resources 
available  would  do  the  most  good  to  those  who  were, 
theoretically,  soonest  to  leave;  and  at  the  same  time  leave 
a  residue  of  facilities  to  he  used  hv  those  below  as  they 
came  up.  I  now  believe  that  the  time  has  come  when 
more  of  our  efforts  reed  to  he  spent  on  this  younger 
group,  and  I  am  setting  this  up  as  one  of  my  next  steps 
in  development. 


IV.  CAFETERIA 

iThe  business  of  adequately  feeding  the  largest  num¬ 
ber  of  pupils  and  teachers  a  healthful  lunch  at  minimum 
cost  is  ever  a  challenging  one.  We  try  to  find  the  foods 
that  our  clientele  likes  best  within  our  price  range  and 
to  serve  them  as  well  as  we  can.  More  pupils  find  em¬ 
ployment  through  N.Y.A.  funds  this  year  than  ever  be¬ 
fore  in  our  cafeteria.  And  more  pupils  also  are  working 
there  for  class  credit.  Some  pupils  come  down  occa¬ 
sionally  and  ask  if  they  may  work  there  during  a  free 
study  period  for  the  experience,  just  because  they  like  it. 
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lliis  combined  service  of  the  pupils  is  largely  what 
makes  it  possible  to  serve  the  meals  we  do  at  the  prices 
we  charge.  Last  year  we  even  reduced  the  price  of  our 
12c  lunch  plate  to  10c.  With  the  rising  cost  of  food  ma¬ 
terials  we  do  not  know  how  long  we  may  be  able  to  keep 
our  costs  down  to  within  the  limits  of  our  present  prices. 

The  pupils  gain  valuable  experience  in  working  with 
others,  in  training  in  the  various  duties  essential  to  such 
a  job,  and  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Harrison,  our 
cafeteria  cook,  takes  some  responsibility  this  year  for 
checking  and  putting  away  stock,  taking  and  figuring 
inventories,  helping  with  cost  accounts,  keeping  time 
sheets  etc.  and  thus  get  some  idea  of  the  accounting 
necessary  to  run  such  a  business.  All  this  should  help 
them  if  they  ever  get  jobs  in  food  service  occupations, 
which  is  one  of  the  types  of  work  open  in  this  vicinity. 


V.  SUMMARY 

Running  four  departments  at  the  same  time  in  one 
room,  departments  which  coincide  as  well  as  conflict 
makes  it  inevitable  that  there  shall  be  weak  spots  which 
suffer  at  the  expense  of  others.  However  the  progress 
shown  from  year  to  year,  and  the  development  of  the 
pup  ls  who  come  through  those  departments,  give  one 
heart  to  carry  on  while  trying  to  improve  conditions. 

No  small  measure  of  credit  for  such  progress  as  there 
may  be,  is  due  to  the  helpfulness  of  fellow  teachers,  the 
counsel  and  understanding  patience  of  the  principal,  the 
diligence  in  working  for  appropriations  of  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  the  interest  of  the  School  Board  and  the  various 
advisory  committees,  the  freedom  in  working  out  plans 
allowed  by  the  State  Supervisors,  and  the  friendly  co- 
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operation  of  the  parents  from  whose  homes  come  my 
pupils  and  into  whose  homes  I  have  always  been  cor¬ 
dially  received.  For  all  these  helps  I  here  express  my 
sincere  appreciation.

To  the  Principal: 


Dear  Sir: 


As  I  have  stated  in  a  previous  report,  when  a  person 
has  found  an  occupation  in  which  he  sees  satisfaction 
beyond  the  pay  envelope  and  he  has  reasonable  security 
of  tenure  and  a  saving  wage,  he  is  not  susceptible  to  ex¬ 
treme  and  radical  doctrines.  With  the  social  unrest  in 
Europe  and  the  Far  East,  it  is  most  essential  that  we  plan 
a  program  for  the  education  and  social  adjustment  of 
the  young  people  of  our  community.  With  this  in  mind, 
I  still  have  endeavored  to  adjust  the  manual  arts  program 
to  further  this  end.  , 

The  general  project  method  to  create  interest  in  the 
junior  high  and  advance  shop  classes  has  been  continued 
as  outlined  in  the  general  shop  plans,  with  more  stress 
being  placed  on  the  academic  phase  of  the  work. 

In  grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine,  general  woodwork¬ 
ing,  which  includes  jointry,  glueing,  finishing,  and  tool 
maintenance,  has  been  taught  through  special  assign¬ 
ments  and  selected  projects.  In  the  senior  high  advance 
woodworking,  elementary  electricity,  general  house  wir¬ 
ing,  motor  maintenance,  and  elementary  cold  metal  and 
sheet  metal  work  have  been  included  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the  present  age.  Experiences  in  these  fields 
have  been  gained  through  general  furniture  construction 
and  repair,  building  maintenance,  and  assigned  or  se¬ 
lected  projects. 
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Mechanical  drawing  in  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  has 
been  required  of  all  students  who  major  in  manual  arts, 
and  an  advanced  course  in  machine  design  is  being  of¬ 
fered  to  members  of  the  sophomore  division.  The  in¬ 
stallation  of  the  mechanical  drafting  benches  and  the 
permanent  lighting  system  have  n^ade  it  possible  to  carry 
on  these  classes  more  efficiently  and  effectively. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  enrolled  in  the  junior  and 
senior  high  school  shop  classes  102  major  students  and 
16  elective  students.  In  the  mechanical  drafting  classes, 
there  are  48  students  enrolled. 

Our  major  work  is  hand  tool  and  machine  woodwork¬ 
ing,  elementary  electricity,  house  wiring,  motor  main¬ 
tenance,  simple  sheet  metal  work,  and  cold  metal  work. 
This  compares  very  favorably  with  the  courses  being  of¬ 
fered  in  the  high  schools  throughout  the  district,  for, 
while  I  was  attending  the  New  England  Industrial  Arts 
Convention  at  Portland,  I  noted  that  the  trend  in  shop 
work  favored  a  general  shop  plan,  and  that  the  majority 
of  public  high  schools  were  offering  several  units  of  work 
such  as  woodworking,  mechanical  drafting,  shop  elec¬ 
tricity,  general  metal  work,  concrete,  textiles,  printing, 
and  ceramics.

To  the  Principal: 

Modern  educational  theories  in  the  field  of  physical 
education  for  girls  come  and  goi,  but  we,  in  our  own  sys¬ 
tem,  have  tried  to  maintain  a  well  balanced  program1. 
By  a  well  balanced  program,  I  mean  one  that  includes 
some  of  all  types  of  muscular  activity,  such  as  dancing, 
marching,  gymnastics,  corrective  exercises,  games  and 
athletics. 

With  dancing,  we  aim  to  develop  rhythm,  balance, 
and  grace. 

Marching  and  gymnastics  are  introduced  for  much 
more  than  mjere  muscular  exercise.  Their  purpose  is  to 
stimulate  physiological  functions;  to  produce  local  mus¬ 
cular  development;  to  demand  precision,  speed,  balance, 
quick  and  sure  weight  adjustment  and  rhythm. 

Through  corrective  exercises,  we  aim  toward  erect 
carriage,  easy  poise,  perfect  weight  distribution  and  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  different  parts  of  the  body.  Corrective  work 
is  very  necessary  for  the  development  of  good  posture; 
and  good  posture  is  essential  to  perfect  health,  for  it  en¬ 
ables  favorable  conditions  for  the  internal  organs  as  re¬ 
gards  to  room,,  free  circulation,  relative  position  and 
natural  support.  ) 

Games,  athletics,  and  track  events  are  really  aids 
toward  the  development  of  good  sportsmanship,  the 
spirit  of  cooperation,  fair  play,  and  good  all-round  char¬ 
acter  traits.  \ 
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I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Bailey,  Mr.  Austin  and  the  school 
committee  for  granting  me  the  opportunity  to  carry  out 
this  work.

Dear  Sir: 

In  physical  education,  as  in  all  other  departments  of 
education,  the  principle  of  selection  is  applied.  Efforts 
are  made  to  select  those  activities  which  promise  the 
greatest  returns  in  health  and  social  training,  harmoni¬ 
ous  bodily  growth  and  development,  increased  neuro¬ 
muscular  activity.  Here,  as  everywhere,  there  is  some 
diversity  of  opinion  regarding  the  values  which  are  most 
worth  striving  for,  to  the  attainment  of  which  the  limited 
time  and  resources  at  our  disposal  should  be  devoted. 
Again,  even  wdien,  in  the  main,  there  is  agreement  in 
this  respect,  there  are  different  theories  regarding  the 
best  means  of  securing  these  values,  such  as  selection  of 
the  right  activities,  the  details  of  management  and  meth¬ 
ods  which  will  produce  the  surest  and  quickest  results. 
This  diversity  of  theory  and  procedure  is  no  doubt  for 
the  best,  as  out  of  it  will  probably  be  evolved,  eventually, 
the  underlying  principles  which  should  guide  in  the  adap¬ 
tation  of  the  work  to  different  conditions,  groups  and 
individuals. 

The  procedure  for  the  present  year  is  very  much  the 
same  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  two  years.  Group  games 
are  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  season  of  the  year. 
During  the  fall,  touch  football  and  soccer  were  offered. 
The  present  winter  season  offers  basketball,  volley  ball, 
boxing,  wrestling,  indoor  track,  and  tumbling.  The 
spring  season  will  be  devoted  to  outdoor  track,  field 
events  and  baseball. 

Through  the  medium  of  these  competitive  games, 
much  interest  is  stimulated  on  the  part  of  the  student, 
bodily  exercise  is  made  pleasant  to  all,  and  the  instructor 
is  enabled  to  develop  all  important  characteristics  of 
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good  sportsmanship,  fair  play,  team  work,  and  cleanli¬ 
ness. 

In  addition  to  the  above  a  portion  of  each  period  is  de¬ 
voted  to  group  exercises.  These  exercises  may  be  classi¬ 
fied  into  three  main  groups,  relative  to  their  general  pur¬ 
pose,  as  f  ollows  : 

(1)  Body-freeing 

(2)  Body-building 

(3)  Body-poising 

For  illustration  the  following  is  offered. 


A.  INTRODUCTORY 


a.  Exercises  to  induce  deep  breathing.  To  keep  the 
chest  flexible  and  free  from  tension  so  that  expan¬ 
sion  may  take  place  without  forced  muscular 
action. 

b.  Spine  relaxation  and  posture  training. 

These  exercises  help  get  the  student  into  the  right 
spirit  and  impart  the  feeling  that  he  has  discarded 
faulty  adjustments  and  is  building  a  new  structure. 


B.  BODY-FREEING 

a.  General  flexibility 

b.  Local  flexibility 

To  stretch  tight  ligaments  and  to  free  the  body  as  far 
as  possible  from  habits  of  excessive  muscular  tension 
that  they  may  respond  to  new  stimuli.  '

While  each  student  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of  six  dol¬ 
lars  per  month,  it  does  help  to  provide  better  for  the  ne¬ 
cessities  of  life  and  makes  the  lot  of  the  individual  hap¬ 
pier.  Each  student  must  perform  twenty-four  hours  of 
approved  work  each  month  to  earn  the  maximum  wage. 
This  N.Y.A.  work  must  not  be  confused  with  charity. 
It  is  a  definite  work  program  for  properly  certified  young 
persons  over  sixteen  years  of  age.  \ 

Without  a  doubt  this  school  makes  more  use  of  this 
program  than  any  other  school  in  the  vicinity. 

Realizing  that  we  should  be  ever  measuring  results  of 
our  work,  I  have  recently  completed  a  general  survey  of 
our  109  living  graduates  in  the  year  1936  through  1939. 
Of  the  total  number  previously  given  forty-four  are  gain¬ 
fully  employed.  Their  employment  is  largely  industrial, 
with  some  clerical  and  domestic  occupations  represented. 
A  very  few  are  earning  their  living  by  farming.  Seven 
are  married  and  have  established  their  own  homes.  Thir- 
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teen  are  attending  colleges  and  universities.  The  institu¬ 
tions  represented  are  as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir: 

The  larger  aim  of  the  department  of  music  has  been, 
and  is,  the  realization  of  musical  conditions  in  our 
schools  that  would  result  in  the  development  of  such 
knowledge,  understanding  and  skills  in  music  as  would, 
in  turn,  result  in  love  and  appreciation  of  music.  To  this 
end  the  goals  of  accuracy  in  pitch,  in  rhythm,  and  in 
knowledge  of  fundamentals,  were  set  up  and  step  by  step 
we  have  been  progressing  toward  our  goals.  However, 
it  is  necessary  to  keep  in  mind  that  a  clear  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  various  elements  that  enter  into  and  form  the 
rudiments  of  music  is  a  matter  of  slow  growth,  —  an 
unfoldment. 


GRADE  SCHOOLS: 

Believing  that  appreciation  and  love  of  music  is  best 
developed  through  participation,  there  is  much  singing 
and  sufficient  theory  with  a  great  deal  of  practice  of  this 
theory,  rather  than  much  theory  and  less  practice  and 
singing. 

We  have  had  three  definite  accomplishments  this  past 
year.  The  first  is  tone-consciousness.  Our  boys  and  girls 
have  an  ear  for,  and  recognition  of,  “placement”  to  se¬ 
cure  it. 

The  second  is  the  ability  to  relate  and  associate  syl- 
'able  reading  with  pitch,  i.e.  It  is  possible  for  the  teacher 
to  say  “that  was  sol  la  and  you  sang  what?”  The  answer 
is  given  and  the  correction  is  sung  by  the  children.  They 
have  learned  that  syllables  “tell”  them  how  to  get  out  of 
a  difficulty  in  music. 
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The  third  is  pleasure  and  skill  in  knowledge  of  simple 
rudiments  of  music.  They  know  their  way  about  in  music 
and  enjoy  the  confidence  which  it  gives  to  themi. 

This  gives  indication  that  we  are  securing  a  mental 
approach  to  music  as  over  against  an  emotional,  explo¬ 
sive  attitude. 

The  progress  along  these  lines  of  endeavor  is  very  no¬ 
ticeable  in  the  North  Schools.  ■! 

In  the  I,  II  and  III  Grades  guided  rhythmic  dancing 
has  been  introduced. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL: 

The  aim  of  mental  approach  to  music  is  further  de¬ 
veloped  in  the  Junior  High  School  ;  but  here  we  are  con¬ 
fronted  with  physical,  emotional  and  attitudinal  prob¬ 
lems  which  demand  patience  and  understanding  rather 
than  drive.  This  is  the  period  in  the  life  of  the  hoy  and 
girl  when  it  is  necessary  to  keep  the  interest  and  attitude 
moving  in  the  direction  cf  a  love  for  music,  as  this  is  the 
time  when  it  is  most  easily  lost.  This  “love  for  music” 
builds  up  “sufficient  desire”  as  will  overcome  the  shy¬ 
ness,  created  by  physical  difficulty,  to  the  extent  that 
they  are  willing  to  make  the  effort  to  do  their  share  while 
waiting  for  nature  to  perfect  what  we  are  attempting. 
That  this  has  been  accomplished  is  evidenced  in  the  over¬ 
whelming  response  to  our  Junior  Choral  Group  project. 
Second:  All  grades  are  measuring  up  to  the  particular 
requirements  for  each  grade.  They  read  well,  with  syl¬ 
lables  and  pitch  so  well  related  and  associated  that  the 
advance  step  of  sight  singing  has  been  attempted  with 
simple  songs.  Four  part  singing  is  being  carried  on  with 
ease  and  pleasure  in  the  ninth  grade. 

Third:  A  project  of  two  choral  groups,  one  for  girls  and 
one  for  boys,  is  an  added  opportunity  for  musical  experi¬ 
ence.  Three  part  singing  is  being  fostered  and  the  knack 
of  doing  it  is  being  realized. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  response  of  boys  and  girls  wanting  to  sing  in  the 
Glee  Clubs  has  been  away  in  excess  of  the  number  that 
could  be  used. 

These  clubs  are  doing  good  work.  The  present  Girls’ 
Club  has  better  command  and  assurance  than  at  any 
previous  time.  They  “go  at  it”  in  a  more  confident  man¬ 
ner;  attitude  is  unusually  good  and  tone  quality  is  excel¬ 
lent.  Learning  songs  is  more  easily  and  readily  accom¬ 
plished  because  of  greater  skill  in  sight-singing.  The 
deportment  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  I 

This  group  enjoyed  three  social  activities;  one  in  May 
when  they  went  to  sing  in  the  Massachusetts  Music  Fes¬ 
tival;  one  in  October  at  the  Scout  Cabin  which  was  of  a 
purely  social  nature;  the  other  in  December  when  they 
broadcasted  on  the  Taunton  Green. 


KINDERGARTEN : 

The  work  in  these  schools  has  progressed  in  very  good 
fashion.  The  children  confidently,  and,  in  many  cases, 
accurately  sing  in  a  way  that  is  most  pleasing.  Many 
songs  have  been  learned  and  free  rhythmic  play  is  en¬ 
joyed.  Since  September  of  this  year  guided  rhythmic 
dancing  has  been  introduced.  The  North  School  is  han¬ 
dicapped  due  to  lack  of  workers. 

The  immediate  aims  of  this  department  have  been  set 
forth  in  the  statement  of  accomplishments.  The  teach¬ 
ers  are  keeping  music  note  books  and  are  mow  suffi¬ 
ciently  familiar  with  the  ends  sought  that  is  unnecessary 
to  constantly  re-align  aims,  goals  and  method.  An  as¬ 
signment  slip  each  month  is  all  that  is  necessary.  Much 
credit  is  due  the  teachers  for  their  genuine  interest  and 
effort  to  obtain  the  desired  results.  I  am  truly  grateful 
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to  them  for  their  splendid  cooperation. 

I  am  very  mindful  of  the  interest  and  help  of  Mr. 
Bailey  and  Mr.  Austin  in  what  I  have  been  attempting  to 
accomplish  and  would  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIANS  AND  NURSE 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  submit  for  your  approval 

the  following  report  as  part  in  the  school  health  program. 

• 

The  annual  school  health  examinations  have  been  com¬ 
pleted.  Dr.  Miller  examined  178  pupils  in  North  Dighton 
and  Dr.  Souza  examined  158  pupils  in  South  Dighton. 
These  examinations  have  increasing  importance  to  both 
parents  and  pupils  as  they  show  the  presence  of  certain 
defects,  the  need  for  early  corrections,  and  they  help  in 
establishing  the  habit  of  an  annual  physical  examination 
throughout  life. 

The  report  given  by  Dr.  Souza  of  his  examination  of 
high  school  hoys  showed,  as  in  other  years,  a  very  large 
number  having  dental  defects.  In  so  many  instances  the 
general  health  of  the  child  greatly  depends  upon  sound 
clean  teeth  that  we  cannot  urge  too  strongly  the  need 
for  early  and  continuous  dental  care. 

The  pupils  in  grades  3,  4,  5,  and  6  were  given  a  hearing 
test  with  the  audiometer.  This  is  the  latest  and  most  sci¬ 
entific  hearing  test  known  and  the  results  have  been  of 
great  assistance  to  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

In  the  school  tuberculosis  clinic,  which  is  organized 
for  the  high  school,  61  pupils  were  given  the  Mantoux 
skin  test.  Of  this  number  20  were  x-rayed  and  no  active 
cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found.  At  this  time  there  is 
an  opportunity  for  examination  of  any  persons  who  have 
at  any  time  been  in  contact  with  the  cases  of  tubercu¬ 
losis.  Ten  thorough  physical  examinations  were  given. 

At  the  time  of  this  examination  recommendations  are 
made  for  those  whom  the  examining  physician  thinks 
would  profit  by  four  weeks  care  at  the  Bristol  County 
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Health  Camp.  Therefore  four  children  from  this  group 
had  the  privilege  of  spending  a  part  of  their  vacation  at 
camp. 

Dental  examinations  were  made  by  Dr.  Lucey  of  all 
of  the  pupils  in  grades  1  to  6.  As  a  result  of  this  many 
children  attended  dental  clinic.  127  children  were  given 
treatments. 

The  Dighton  Teachers’  Association  generously  gave 
money  for  the  purchase  and  repair  of  glasses  for  six 
children.  With  the  aid  of  properly  fitted  glasses  these 
children  improved  very  much  in  their  class  work.  Any 
crippled  children  in  our  schools  are  given  special  care 
and  if  necessary  are  taken  to  a  clinic. 

Much  thought  was  given  to  the  first  aid  program  in 
the  schools  and  through  the  cooperation  of  superintend¬ 
ent  new  rules  were  adopted. 

A  class  in  Home  Hygiene  and  Care  of  the  Sick  was 
conducted  in  the  high  school  as  part  of  the  course  in 
Home  Economics.  These  girls  are  taught  simple  nurs¬ 
ing  procedures  and  the,  principles  underlying  them. 

Regular  weekly  visits  are  made  to  each  school  and  at 
this  time  necessary  inspections  are  made  and  exclusions 
recommended.  All  pupils  are  weighed  and  measured 
three  times  during  the  school  year.  Regular  sanitary  in¬ 
spections  were  made  in  each  building. 

At  the  tim'e  of  the  teachers’  opening  meeting  health 
material  was  exhibited.  At  the  same  time  each  teacher 
was  given  a  list  of  sources  wdiere  other  material  could 
be  obtained. 

One  hundred  ninety-two  home  visits  were  made  as  a 
fiollow-up  of  the  health  examinations  and  of  the  clinic 
work  and  in  instances  of  continued  absences.

The  nurse  holds  frequent  conferences  with  the  superin¬ 
tendent  and  teachers  in  regard  to  the  health  problems  of 
the  pupils. 

Three  hundred  thirty-six  children  were  examined  and 
one  hundred  fifty-two  were  found  to  have  defective  ton¬ 
sils.  Twenty-two  of  these  were  corrected.  Thirty  two 
children  had  defective  vision  with  twelve  corrections. 
Fourteen  children  are  receiving  treatment  for  various 
physical  defects. 

AVe  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the  School  Board,  the 
superintendent,  the  teachers  and  the  parents  for  their 
continued  cooperation.
